1. (S/NF/WN) DESPITE THE MULTITUDE OF THREATS AGAINST U.S. 

I INTERESTS IN COLOMBIA GENERATED BY THE EXTRADITION OR PLANNED 

EXTRADITION OF COLOMBIAN NARCOTICS TRAFFICKERS TO THE UNITED STATES 
(DISCUSSED REF A), THERE HAS BEEN LITTLE OR NO DEMONSTRATED 
FOLLOW-ON ACTION AGAINST AMERICAN INTERESTS IN THAT COUNTRY. SINCE 
PROMULGATION OF REF A, TERRORIST ACTIVITY IN COLOMBIA HAS BEEN 
LIMITED TO ATTACKS ON COLOMBIAN INTERESTS AND HAS BEEN RELATED TO 
f THE CONTINUING BREAKDOWN OF THE “PEACE TREATY" WITH THE COLOMBIAN 
* GOVERNMENT. SIGNED BY LEFTIST TERRORIST GROUPS (M-19, ELN. FARC) 

LAST YEAR. THEREFORE, GIVEN THE RECENT LACK OF ANTI-U.S. ACTIVITY 
IN COLOMBIA AND LACK OF HARD EVIDENCE OF ONGOING PLANNING AND 
TARGETTING OF U.S. INTERESTS IN THAT COUNTRY, THE LEVEL OF THREAT TO 
DON ASSETS FROM NARCOTICS TRAFFICKERS AND/OR TERRORISTS IN COLOMBIA 
IS NOW ASSESSED AS MODERATE FOR PERMANENT FACILITIES AND 
LOW-TO-MODERATE FOR TRANSIENT PERSONNEL AND SHIPS.

2. (U) RECENT ACTIVITIES 

A. SINCE PROMULGATION OF REF A TERRORIST OPERATIONS IN COLOMBIA 
HAVE BEEN DIRECTED AGAINST COLOMBIAN INTERESTS AND HAVE BEEN THE 
WORK OF LEFTIST GROUPS RATHER THAN NARCOTICS TRAFFICKERS/FAMILIES. 
THE MOST INTENSE ANTI -GOVERNMENT ACTIVITY TOOK PLACE ON 27 MARCH 
WHEN TERRORIST ATTACKS WERE CONDUCTED IN SIX CITIES. THE ACTIVITY 
INVOLVED: ATTACKS ON A POLICE STATION FACILITIES IN CALI AND A 
LOCAL POLITICIAN IN YUMBO; BOMBING ATTACKS ON MILITARY AND POLICE 
UNITS IN BUCARAMANGA (400 KM NE OF BOGOTA), POPAYAN (650 KM SOUTH OF 
BOGOTA), AND MEDELLIN (470 KM NW OF BOGOTA): AND A BRIEF FIREFIGHT 
BETWEEN POLICE AND UNIDENTIFIED PERSONS THREE BLOCKS FROM AMEMBA5SY 
BOGOTA. THE INCIDENTS OCCURRED ON THE FIRST ANffgiVERSARY OF THE 
AGREEMENT SIGNED BETWEEN THE COLOMBIAN GOVERNMENT AND THE 
REVOLUTIONARY ARMED FORCES OF COLOMBIA (FARC) LAST YEAR AND COULD BE 
the initial SIGN OF THE DISINTEGRATION OF THAT AGREEMENT. WHICH WAS 
LATER SIGNED BY THE NINETEENTH OF APRIL MOVEMENT (M-19), AND THE ARMY 
OF NATIONAL LIBERATION (ELN). THESE INCIDENTS COULD HAVE BEEN 
CONDUCTED BY THE DISSIDENT RICARDO FRANCO FRONT. WHICH IS 
PURPORTEDLY MADE UP OF INDIVIDUALS OPPOSED TO THE PEACE TREATY FARC 
SIGNED WITH THE GOVERNMENT. SPORADIC CLASHES BETWEEN LEFTIST GROUPS 
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AND GOVERNMENT FORCES HAVE CONTINUED FOR THE PAST .MONTH. 
ADDITIONALLY. THERE IS UNCONFIRMED INFORMATION WHICH INDICATES 
LEADERS OF M-19, THE RICARDO FRANCO FRONT. FARC. AND ELN MET IN 
PANAMA CITY IN LATE APRIL TO PLAN A NATION-WIDE STRIKE IN PROTEST OF 
GOVERNMENT POLICIES. ACCORDING TO THE REPORT. THE COLOMBIAN 
GOVERNMENT IS TAKING STEPS TO THWART THE STRIKE. WHICH IS SCHEDULED 
FOR MID-MAY. NONE OF THE ABOVE ACTIVITIES APPEAR RELATED TO THE 
JOINT U.S. -COLOMBIA ANTI-DRUG ACTIVITIES AND NONE OF THE RECENT 
ATTACKS WERE DIRECTED AGAINST U.S. INTERESTS IN COLONBIA. 

3. (U) ASSESSMENT: 

A. (S/NF/WN) ALTHOUGH THERE HAVE BEEN NO RECENT INDICATIONS OF 
TARGETTING OF U.S, INTERESTS BY LEFTIST GROUPS OR NARCOTICS 
ELEMENTS, THE LEFTIST GROUPS HAVE TARGETTED U.S. ACTIVITIES IN THE 
PAST Aiv© DESPITE THE LACK OF FOLLOW-THROUGH ON THE PART OF THE 
NARCOTICS TRAFFICKERS/FAMILIES. THEY REMAIN CAPABLE OF CONDUCTING 
OPERATIONS AGAINST AMERICANS OR AMERICAN FACILITIES IN COLOMBIA AND 
WILL PROBABLY DO SO IF PROVOKED OR IF SUCH ATTACKS WERE PERCEIVED TO 
BE IN THEIR BEST INTEREST. THE PEACE PROCESS BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT 
AND THE LEFTIST GROUPS. BEGUN LAST YEAR. APPEARS TO BE SLOWLY 
BREAKING DOWN AND SHOULD THE PROCESS COMPLETELY DISINTEGRATE THE 
POSSIBILITY OF EXPANDED ACTIVITIES ON THE PART OF M-19 AMD THE 
OTHERS, INCLUDING TARGETTING OF FOREIGN INTERESTS IN COLOMBIA, WOULD 
INCREASE. ESPECIALLY AGAINST THOSE COUNTRIES BELIEVED TO BE 
ACTIVELY SUPPORTING THE COLOMBIAN GOVERNMENT. NO FURTHER 
INFORMATION IS AVAILABLE REGARDING THE PLANNED LABOR STRIKE IN 
MID-MAY. BUT SHOULD A GENERAL STRIKE OCCUR THE CHANCE OF 
CONFRONTATIONAL VIOLENCE BETWEEN THE STRIKERS AND GOVERNMENT FORCES 
IS PROBABLY HIGH. AND WOULD CREATE AN ENVIRONMENT FOR 
INADVERTENT/ACCIDENTAL INVOLVEMENT OF U.S. PERSONNEL. IN ADDITION, 
SHOULD A WELL-KNOWN OR INFLUENTIAL NARCOTICS TRAFFICKER BE 
EXTRADITED TO THE U.S. FOR TRIAL. AN INCREASE IN THREATS AGAINST 
U.S. PERSONNEL IN COLOMBIA CAN BE EXPECTED AND THE LEVEL OF THREAT 
FROM NARCO-TERRORISTS TO U.S. INTERESTS COULD INCREASE SIGNIFICANTLY 
AT SHORT NOTICE. ADDITIONAL ACTIVITY WILL BE REPORTED VIA THE 
NAVATAC SUMMARY AS APPROPRIATE.
